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J  Discourse  fame  late  Improve* 
mrnts  of  the  Means  for  PrtfcTvin^  the 
Ilr.ilih  of  Mariners.

11IAVE  dwelt  the  longeron  this  part 
of  my  fubjei^t,  28  1  look  upon  the 
knowledge  of  the  nature  andcauic  of  the 
fcurvyto  be  an  elfential  ftep  towards  im¬ 
proving  the  means  ot  pievention  and 
cure.  And  I  am  perfuaded,  after  long 
Tcflcdtion,  and  the  opportunities  1  have 
liid  of  convtrfing  with  tliofe  who,  to 
nuich  f;:gacity,had  joined  no  fmall  expe¬ 
rience  in  nautical  practice,  that  upon  an 
cxaininat’.tMi  of  the  ftveral  articles,  which 
line  cither  been  of  old  approved,  or 
have  of  late  been  introduced  into  the 
navy,  it  will  ap|>car,  that  though  thefc 
means  may  vary.in  form  and  in  their 
mode  of  operating ;  yet  they  all  fomc 
way  contribute  towards  pi  eventing  pu* 
trefaHion,  whether  of  the  air  in  the 
clofcr  parts  of  a  fhip,  of  the  meats,  of 
the  water,  of  the  clothes  and  bedding, 
or  of  the  body  itfcif.  And  if  in  this  in- 
<iniry  (which  may  he  made  by  the  way, 
whilft  wc  take  a  review  of  the  principal 
iriklcs  of  previlion,  and  other  means 


tifed  by  capt.  Cook  to  guard  againft 
fickncfs)  I  fay,  if  in  this  inquiry  it  (hall 
appear,  that  the  notion  of  a  feptic  caufe 
is  not  without  foundation,  it  will  be 
no  fmall  encouragement  to  proceed  ons 
that  principle,  in  order  to  improve  this 
important  branch  of  medicine. 

Capt.  Cook  begins  his  liQ  of  (lores  with 
ma/t :  Of  tbist  he  fays,  *waj  made fweet^ 
avortf  and  given  not  only  to  tbofe  men  nubo 
bad  manif^  fymptoms  of  t be  f curvy ^  but  to 
fucb  alfo  as  vuere  judged  to  be  tbe  /i-  * 
able  to  it.  Dr  Macbride,  who  firft  fu* 
gefted  this  preparation,  was  led  (at  he 
fays)  to  the  difeovery  by  fome  experi¬ 
ments  that  had  been  laid  before  this  So¬ 
ciety  ;  by  which  it  appeared,  that  the 
air  produced  by  alimentary  ferpienta- 
tion  w'as  endows  with  a  power  of  cor- 
reding  putrefadion.  The  fad  he  con¬ 
firmed  by  numerous  trials,  and  finding 
this  fluid  to  be  fixed  air%  he  juftly  con¬ 
cluded,  that  whatever  fubftance  proper 
for  food  abounded  with  it,  and  which 
could  be  conveniently  carried  to  fea^ 
would  make  one  of  the  beft  provifiona 
againft  the  feurvy ;  which  he  then  confi- 
dered  as  a  putrid  difeafe,  and  as  fuch  to 
be  pccvcntcd  or  cured  by  that  powerful 
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kiiu!  of  Jiitifcptic  r»rri,  for  inHiiirf, 
.i!w.iv‘  i'cfr.  clUcmril  one  of  the 
bi*?t  nutik**>rSiil!c«* ;  but  as  that  <Urivt\l 
iiM  fi\ni  dir  iVt'ui  the  malt  of  whirli  it 
ir.  tr  ice*  lie  inferred,  that  malt  itlelf  was 
pi  e  k  I  able  in  long  voyages,  as  it  teuik  up 
k-fs  r«>oiii  tlian  tiie  brewed  liijnor,  and 
would  keep  1  mper  found.  !•  xpcrieiice 
I’.aiii  finec  Viiilieti  this  ingenious  llieoi\, 
and  the  malt  hath  now  g.'iuet!  fo  rr.iu’!i 
credit  in  the  navy,  thp  tliere  only  want¬ 
ed  fo  long,  1.)  braliibnl,  and  fo  celebra¬ 
ted  a  voya,;e  as  thii,  to  rank  it  anu'ug 
the  nu)!t  mdilpeufibie  .articles  of  provi- 
fion.  l  or  tin  uy.ii  eapt.

It 
were  therefore  to  be  wilhed,  that  this 
mv)ft  wholefomc  beverage  could  be  re¬ 
newed  at  fea  ;  but  our  thips  afiord  not 
fufheient  convenience.  I'lic  Kuifians, 
however,  iviake  a  fliill  to  prepare  at  fea, 
as  Wv-11  as  at  land,  a  liquor  of  a  middle 
(Miality  between  wort  and  fmall  beer,  in 
the  following  manner: — They  take 
ground  malt  and  rye-meal  in  a  certain 
Tuoportion,  which  they  knead  into  fmall 
loaves,  and  bake  in  the  oven.  Thcfc 
they  occafionally  infufe  in  a  proper  quan¬ 
tity  of  warm  water,  which  begins  fuioon 
to  tfr Trent,  that  in  the  fpace  of  twenty- 
four  hours  th.eir  brewage  is  currpkated, 
in  the  produ^ion  of  a  fmall,  brilk,  and 
atidukuis  liquor,  which  they  call 
j>;d.itahle  fo  their.fciveM,  ^nd  not  difa- 
preeable  to  th»  tadc  of  ftrangers.  The 
late  J>r  Mounfey,  leember  of  this  So- 
cicry,  wlio  bad  lived  long  in  RufTia,  and 
h.u!  br-j)  Archiater  under  two  fucceffivc 
lo\ criipn?,  ncqu.iitiled  me  that  the 
was  the  C(»:unH>u  and  wholefonic  drink 
l.o»h  of  the  hcets  and  armies  of  that  em¬ 
pire,  and  that  it  was  nro-ticularly  good 
again.l  the  feurvy.  fie  added,  that  hap¬ 
pening  to  he  at  Mofeow  when  he  pern- 
fed  tlic  OhferTutior.s  on  iise  *j  Ail' Fens  ry 
f  uliirutd  here,  he  bad  been  induced  to 
compare  what  he  read  in  that  treatife 
with  wh.at  he  flumld  fee  in  the  fcvcral 
priforis  of  t!>at  large  city  :  but  to  hisfur- 
pril'c,  alter  vifiting  them  all,  and  finding 
them  full  of  male^4tlors(for  the  latcem- 
ptfs  then  fuffered  none  cf  thofe  who 
'  were  cor.vidfcd  of  capital  crimes  to  be 
put  to  death),  yet  he  could  diftover  no 
fever  among  them,  nor  learn  that  any 
acute  dikemper  peculiar  to  jails  had  ever 
been  known  there.  He  ohferved  that 
fomc  of  thofe  places  of  confinement  had 
a  yard,  into  wl.ich  the  prifouers  were  al¬ 
lowed  to  come  fur  the  air;  but  that 
there  were  othci  s  without  this  advantage, 
yet  not  lickly  :  fo  that  he  could  aflign  no 
ether  reafeu  for  the  healthful  condition 
of  thofe  men  than  the  kind  of  diet  they 
ufed;  xshich  was  the  fame  with  that  ot 
the  cominou  |>toplc  of  the  country,  who 
not  being  able  to  purchafe  flefh-meat, 
live  inoAly  «'n  rye-bread  (the  moft  scef- 
cent  of  any  bread)  and  drink  quds»  He 
ccnc’udcd  xvith  faying,  that  upon  his  re¬ 
turn  to  St  Peter (bourg  he  had  made  the 
fame  inquiry  there,  and  with  the  fame 
rcfult. 
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my  informer,  from  whofe  ac¬ 
count  it  would  appear,  that,  the  rye-meal 
n'lii  c(l  I'oth  in  quickeninj'  the  fcrmcnta- 
tio!;  anil  more  fixed  air  ;  lince  the 

m  ilt  nlonc  could  not  fi>  readily  produce 
.'  'idiiloiiji  and  brilk  a  liquor.  And 
tlic  '  5*  little  doubt  but  that  whenever 
tl;i-  ot'ier  ji;r.dnK  can  be  brought  to  apro- 
P'V  k-u'ce  of  fermentation,  they  will 
nv'''c  iir  lei'b  in  the  fame  way  become 
u.;  Ti!.  '!'» at  oats  will,  lam  fatistied, 
imm  wliat  I  have  been  told  by  one  ol  the 
i  ui- iVieuds  of  capt.  Cook.  This 
e  .It!  "  .Ml  being  on  a  crutze  in  a  large 
fiiip  in  the  beginning  of  the  late  war, 
.and  the  feu»'vy  breaking  out  among  his 
en  w,  1  :•  betl’.ought  himfclf  of  a  kind  of 
fold,  lie  lud  f.;i-n  uTed  in  fome  parts  of 
the  eornti  y.  as  the  hiof^  proper  on  this 
oc.r.lion.  Some  oat-nic«I  is  put  intt)  a 
woixlcii  vcli'cl,  hot  w.itcr  is  poured  u- 
piiii  it,  and  tiie  Infufjon  continues  until 
th'.*  liquor  begins  to  ta»te  feuiilii,  that  is, 
tH  a  fermentation  eoincs  on,  which  i.n  a 
piue  moilerately  warm  may  be  in  the 
ip.u'c  of  two  days,  b  «»e  water  is  then 
pi'iued  otf  from  the  grounds,  and  hoik'd 
<hnvn  to  the  r'OHlilience  of  a  Irlly-j*. 
'1  he  ordered  to  be  made,  and  dealt

lliore  breaufo  tliey  could  not  get  well  at 
fc.u  ^et  oat-meal  unfermented,  like 
b.ricy  unm.'ilted,  hath  no  fcnnble  effcifl 
if!  rilling  the  feurvy  ;  as  if  the  fixed atr^ 
which  is  incorporated  with  the/c  grains, 
could  mix  with  the  ch>lc  which  they 
rr.  dncr,  enter  the  ladeals,  and  make 
P^rt  of  the  i»ouriftiment  of  the  body, 
v  i:hoiil  r.ManifcIling  any  claAic  or  anti- 
f  tic  quality,  when  not  loofentd  by  a 
Us  fcrrr.enl.ation. 

llctore  the  f>ower  of  the  fixed  air  in 
ful'duing  putrefaction  was  known,  the 
cif.cacy  of  fruits,  greens,  and  fci  mciUed

liquors,  was  commonljr  aferibed  to  the 
acid  in  their  compofuion,  and  we  have 
Hill  reafon  to  believe  that  the  ac’d  con¬ 
curs  iR  operating  the  efferft.  If  it  be  al- 
Icdged  that  mineral  acids,  which  con* 
tain  little  or  nq  fixed  air^  have  been  tried 
in  the  feurvy  with  l.ttlc  fuccefs,  I  would 
anfwer,  that  1  doubt  that  in  thofe  trials 
they  have  never  been  fiifliciently  diluted  \ 
for  it  is  eafy  to  conceive,  that  in  the  fiuall 
quantity  of  water  the  elixir  of  vitiiol,' 
for  inrtance,  is  given,  that  auAerr  acid 
can  fcarcc  get  beyond  the  firft  p.ilTages, 
confidering  the  delicate  fenlibility  of  the 
mouths  of  t!ie  ladeals,  which  mull  force 
them  to  fiiut  aud  exclude  fo  pungent  a 
liquor.  It  were  therefore  a  proper  cx- 
peiimcnt  to  be  made  in  a  deficiency  of 
malt,  or  when  that  grain  Aiould  happen 
to  be  fpoilt  by  keepiiigj,  to  ule  water 
acidulated  with  the  fpirit  of  fea-ialt,  in 
llie  p  oportion  of  only  ten  drops  to  a 
qu.irt  ;  or  with  the  weak  fpiri.t  of  vitriol, 
thirteen  drops  to  the  faiue  meafnre^; 
ar.<l  to  give  to  thofe  who  arc  ihrcattiicd 
with  the  difeafe  three  quarto  of  this  li¬ 
quor  in  the  day,  to  be  confumed  as  they 
liiall  think  proper. 

but  if  the  f:xed  air  and  acids  are  fuch 
prtfcrvnliwrs  again  A  the  feurvy,  why 
ihonld  capt.  Cook  make  fo  little  account 
of  the  roh  of  lemons  and  of  oranges  (for 
fo  they  havc.ci^llv'd  the  extracts  or  itifpif- 
fited  juices  of  Ihofc  fruit?)  in  trcaiiiif 
tiiat  diAemper?  This  I  found  was  the 
reafon.  Thefe  preparations  being  only 
font  out  upon  trial,  the  furgcoii  of  the 
fln’p  was  told,  at  a  conje^liire,  how 
much  he  might  give  for  a  dofc,  but  with-  / 
out  ftridly  limiting  »  .  The  experiment 
was  made  with  the  quantity  fpecificd, 
but  with  fo  little  advantage,  that  judging 
it  not  advifcaUc  to  lofc  more  time,  he 
fet  .'’.bout  (he  cure  with  the  wort  onl>, 
whiTcct  the  eflu  acy  he  was  cti  tain  | 
whilA  he  rcfrrvtd  ihefe  rohs  for  other 
purpofis,  mf>re  particularly  for  colds, 
when,  to  a  large  draught  of  warm  water, 
with  fomc  Ipirits  and  ftigar,  he  added  a 

I  Capt.  Cerk  told  rrc,  that  (he  m*h  luld 
out  ftdliticnlly  good  for  ihc  tuf»  frd  yraj^; 
bm  (hat  in  the  thiid,  l  ading  \i>i\  murti  ft  its 
taAc.  he  doubled  v^lud.cr  it  ntati  cd  any  of 
it!i  virtues.  Mr  Panto  however  I'bfcived,  rhat ' 
though  the  mall  at  that  dn.e  was  feofjhlr  dt- 
cay«d,  yvt  nevcithelifi  be  had  ilill  f.'Utid  It 
ufetul,  u  hen  hv  empkircd  a  larger  proimiitoii 
of  it  in  niake  the  ioitifinii.

compoiitioii  nude  a  grateful  fiidoritic, 
which  anl'wcrcd  the  i*  tention.  No 
wonder  then  if  capt.  Cctf)k,  not  knowing 
the  proper  dofe  of  ihefe  concentrateci 
juices  for  the  fciirvy,  hut  feeing  them 
fail  as  they  w’ere  given  in  the  trial, 
Jhoiild  entertain  no  great  opinion  of 
their  antifcorbutic  powers,  ft  may  he 
alfi»  proper  to  take  notice,  that  as  they 
had  been  reduced  to  a  fir.all  prc>portion 
of  their  bulk  by  evapoiatiou  upon  tire,  it 
is  prc'bable,  tliey  were  much  weakened 
by  that  procefs,  ainl  that  with  their 
aqueous  parts  they  had  loA  not  a  little 
of  their  a*rial,on  which  ft>  ini:c!»  of  their 
antileptic  viitiie  de{H‘iided.  If  tiuieforc 
a  fuithcr  trial  of  thefe  erccellent  finils 
were  to  he  inaile,  it  woiihl  feem  more 
adrif.ible  to  tend  to  fra  tlte  purilird  jui¬ 
ces  intire  in  caiks,  agreeably  to  a  propo- 
f.il  I  tiiul  hath  been  made  to  tiie  Ailini- 
lalty  hy  an  ingenious  anti  experienced 
luvy-furgeon  lotnc  ytars  ago.  For  in 
truth,  the  fel>imoiiics  in  f.ivoor  of  tht 
faintary  qualities  of  thefe  acids  are  fo 
liumeioUH  and  fo  flrong,  that  I  thoiild 
look  upon  fomc  faihires,  even  in  cafes 
wheic  their  wai.t  of  fncccfs  cannot  fo 
well  be  aceonnted  for  As  i«*  this  voyage, 
iit>t  a  fufRcient  reafoii  tt*r  Ariking  them 
out  of  the  HA  <if  t!ie  moA  powerful  pre- 
fervatives  againA  this  conitiming  malady 
of  failors. 

It  mav  be  obferved,  that  capt.  Ctwk 
f..y.  not  more  in  praifr  ot  vinegar  than  of 
the  roh  ;  yet  I  would  not  thence  infer, 
that  he  matle  no  accomtt  of  that  acid  ; 
but  ouiy,  that  as  he  happened  in  this 
voyage  to  be  fpari*  fly  provided  with  it, 
and  yet  »lid  well,  he  CiUild  not  conAdrr  a 
l^rgi  Acre  of  it  to  be  fo  mateiial  an  ar- 
title  of  provition  as  was  commonly  in\a- 
gined.  And  -  though  he  fiipplied  its 
place  in  the  metVes  of  the  men  w  ith  the 
aciil  of  the four-kreut^  and  trnAcd  ehrcAy 
to  tire  for  purifying  his  decks,  yet  it  is 
to  be  hoj'cd  that  future  navigators  will 
not  then  fore  omit  it.  Vinegar  will 
fci  ve  at  lealt  for  a  wholefoine  vaii  rty  in 
tie  teatonirg  of  the  f.dTetl  meats,  and 
may  be  fometimes  Inccefstully  ufet!  as  a 
r»rdicine,  e^Hcially  in  the  afpeifuwis  of 
the  bcrtlis  of  the  fick.  *  It  is  cshfcrsahle, 
that  though  the  fmeil  be  Httlc  gratcbil  to 
a  per  ton  in  health,  ye  t  it  i'  t  oinmonly 
agictafde  to  thofc  who  are  hek,  and  par- 
l.cularly  to  fitch  as  are  eenfined  to  a 
bud  and  croiidcd  ward.  l*lu  re  the  phy- 
fa.un  will  fmcll  to  vinegai,  as  much  for 


tion. 

Now  the  wort  and  the  acid  juicct 
were  only  difpenfed  as  medicines,  but 
the  next  article  was  of  more  extenfive 
life.  This  was  the  (four  cab¬ 

bage)  a  dilb  of  univerfal  requeA  in  Cer- 
msny.  The  .acidity  is  acquired  by  its 
fpontaneous  fermentation,  and  it  was  the 
four  t.tflc  w  hich  made  it  tlie  more  ac¬ 
ceptable  to  .all  who  ate  it.  To  its  far¬ 
ther  commcndatiim  we  may  add,  that  it 
held  out  good  to  the  laA  of  the  voyage. 

It  may  feem  Arange,  th.U  though  thU 
herb  hath  hail  fuch  high  encomiums  be- 
Aowei!  upon  it  by  the  antients  (witneff 
w  hat  Cato  the  cider  and  PUny  the  natu- 
raliA  fay  on  the  fubjed),  and  hath  had 
the  fanc^tion  of  the  expcrierceof  nations 
for  ag(S  in  its  favour,  it  Oiould  yet  hf 
difapproved  of  by  fome  of  the  moA  di- 
Aingiiilbcd  wiiters  of  our  times.  One 
Amis  it  yield  a  rank  fmeil  in  decodlioo» 
which  he  ctmfounds  w  ith  that  of  putre- 
fad  ion.  Another  analizes  it,  and  dif- 
envers  fo  much  grofs  air  in  the  compofi- 
tion  as  to  render  it  indigeAiblc  ;  yet  this 
fiatulerce,  hr  n^nch  rlecried,  mult  now 
be  acknowledged  to  be  the  fxed  mr% 
which  makes  the  cabbage  fo  wholefome 
when  fermented.  Nay  it  hath  been  tra¬ 
duced  by  one  of  the  moA  celebrated 
pbylicians  of  4>ur  age,  as  partaking  of 
a  poifonous  nature:  and  little  better 
foundctl  w  as  that  potition  of  the  fame  iU 
luAiions  author,  that  caWiage  being  an 
alcalcfcent  plant,  and  therefore difpoAng 
to  putiefadion,  could  never  be  ufed  io 
the  feurvy,  except  when  the  difeafe  pro- 
cceiled  fioni  ,in  acid.  But  the  exprri- 
mints  which  I  fimmerly  laid  Iwfore  the 
Society  evinced  this  vcget..ble,  with  the 
nil  of  the  fiippofcd  alcalefcents,  to  be 
really  actfeent ;  and  that  the  fciinry  ne¬ 
ver  is  owing  to  acidity,  but,  much  other- 
wife,  to  a  fpecies  rd'  piitrefadion,  that 
very  caiife  <T  which  the  ill-grounded 
ckifs  of  alcalcfccnts  was  fiippofed  to  be  a 
promoter 

Among  other  of  the  late  improvement! 
of  the  naval  Aores,  we  have  heard  much 
of  the  poriahh-fuup^  and  accordingly  we 
Ami  that  c.ipt.  Cook  hath  not  «  little  a- 
vailed  himfeif  of  t  in  his  voyage.  This

ItARRY,  Efq;  nvith  Comparative  Strie* 

tures  on  his  Theatrical  Merit* 

TV  tR  Harry  w'as  defeended  of  a  very 
IM  good  family  in  Ireland,  and  nearly 

rcl.ited  to  Harry,  lord  S - y.  When 

he  attained  to  maturity,  his  father  not 
only  mlmitfed  him  a  partner  in  his  bufi- 
lief.,  hut  alfo  fettled  on  him  an  annuity 
of  200 1.  thi.s  he  might  have  lived 
very  genteelly ;  but,  albHriating  with 
thofe  luperior  to  himfclf  in  rank  and 
In  tune,  he  foon  found  his  income  in- 
tulheient  to  fupport  his  expenfive  man¬ 
ner  of  living.  He  had  long'cntertaincd 
a  pallion  f<»r  the  Rage;  but  the  idea  of 
an  adtor  conliderabiy  hurt  hifl  pride.  In- 
foimieh  that  the  world  would  perhaps 
h.tve  loft  this  valuable  acquifition  to  the 
drama,  hut  for  that  univcrfal  conqueror, 
neceiVily,  which  fo  frequently  compels 
us  to  ad  in  direct  oppolilion  to  our  in- 
f ’in.itiouR. 

Having  married  when  young,  the  pro- 
fj'i  Ct  (»f  an  .ipproacliing  family,  and  his 
ii'v  ap jcity  to  fupport  them  as  he  could 
''uh,  prefented  itfelf  to  his  view,  and 
determined  him,  after  a  fcverc  conflid, 
to  lacrifiee  his  ambition  to  his  intereft  ; 
he  confequcntly  applied  to  Mr  Chet- 
then  prt»mpt<.r  of  Smock* alley 
tluiitre,  wlvo,  finding  him  poflcired  of 
tiic  cxtirior  qualifications  for  the  huf- 
tin,  a  fine  figure,  ami  an  agreeable  voice, 
took  him  under  his  tnilion,  and  was 
foon  convinced  that  his  pupil,  while  he

attraded  the  eye,  could  alfo  fenfibly  af- 
fed  the  heart. 

The  char.idcr  in  which  he  made  hia 
firft  appearance  was  Otliello,  a  ciiar.ic- 
tcr,  in  our  opiiiit>n,  the  moft  intelligible 
for  a  firft  appearance.  Diffidence  and 
timidity,  thofc  ct)nftanl  attendants  on  a 
performer,  when  he  makes  his  firfi  ap¬ 
pearance  before  the  awful  irilimjal  of 
the  public,  were  much  againlt  him, 
where  fo  great  an  exertion  of  ;H>wer  was 
required,  fo  great  a  conllid  of  contend¬ 
ing  paliions  was  to  be  exprcfiid  ;  paf- 
fions  the  moR  violent  that  ever  agitated 
the  human  heart :  yet  fuch  were  hit 
abilities,  and  lb  confident  was  bii*  tutor, 
and  others  who  had  feen  him  relicarfe, 
of  his  fuccefs,  that,  encour.iged  by  their 
approbation,  he  came  forth  the  attrac¬ 
tion  of  a  numerous  and  brilliant  au¬ 
dience. 

If  liis  figure  excited  their  admiration, 
how  much  was  it  augmented,  when  they 
behehl  in  him  the  paRioiiate,  the  tender 
lover  Shakefpearc  drew  ?  Their  piauditt 
animate:!  him  through  the  whole  piece. 
In  every  feene  he  heightened,  their  aRo- 
nilhmeiit ;  but  when  he  came  to  the 
fpeech,  where  Jic  fays,  “  Had  he  ten 
thoufand  livch',  my  great  revenge  hat 
Rom.ich  for  them  all,**  what  they  then 
felt  furpaR'es  all  difeription  ! 

It  is  unnccclTary  to  oliferve,  that  hit 
extraordinary  abilities  procured  him, 
not  only  a  genteel  falai  y,  but  rendered 
his  connecVions  conliderabiy  more  ex- 
tcnfive  than  they  were  before,  lie  was 
carellcd  by  all  ranks  01  people  ;  and  the 
countenance  Ihewn  him  by  perlbns  of 
the  firR  diRin^ion  increafed  iiis  amht^ 
tion  to  fuch  a  degree,  that  be  endea¬ 
voured  to  etjual  them  in  every  refpe^t ; 
and,  inRcat!  of  Spranger  Harry,  Efq;  hit 
condiid  indicated  that  lie  really  fancied 
himfclf  the  Alexander  or  the  Haja/et  he 
perfoiiatcd.  Mr  Garrii  k,  at  this  time 
going  over  to  Dublin,  became  one  of  hit 
admirers;  in  confequence  of  whh  h  an 
intimacy  took  place.  They  behaved  tiS 
each  other  with  the  greateft  cordi  liity, 
till  at  I  iR  thcir,fricnddiip  l)ecainc  lb  ce- 
mertted,  that  they  were  feldom  to  be 
found  but  in  company  together. 

Here  he  might  have  continued,  and 
have  made  a  genteel  provifion  fur  hit 
children,  but  for  (iiat  avowed  enemy 
ambition,  which  hirked  witldti  his  bo- 
fimi,  and  filled  him  \%ith  a  defire  of  be^ 
ing  Rill  great! I  thmi  he  was,  till  fearing, 
like  uubappy  Woluy,  he  detcrimuedti9 
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f(>rrcit  tlic  c.iItTi  fcrcnity  he  h.id  enjoyr^I 
M  hiU*  An  cl7)  »  ior  the  vail  trouble 
ami  fatigue  attcnil.int  on  the  duties  o(  a 

f ‘I*;  'tnger, 

Mr  Sheridan,  then  manager  ofSmnclc- 
alLy  theatre,  Dfiblin,  having  no  oppo- 
Tnnt,  treated  the  town  rather  iiuliflV- 
r-ntly,  grudging  the  expcnce  of  capital 
y)crt'urmcr5=,  and  only  preiVnting  what 
pieces  he  thought  prt>per.  This  alford- 
♦*d  Harry  a  favtjurable  oppiutiinitv  of 
putting  his  dciign  in  execution.  He 
ilicrcfore  tooh  the  advice  of  feme 
friends,  w!u>  feeming  to  think  well  of 
the  matter,  he  openly  avowed  his  inten¬ 
tion.  \  fubfeription  was  let  on  foot 
foi  Iniiltling  a  new  theatre,  \v!;icb  fonn 
filled,  am!  enabled  him,  in  ci^njtincnon 

wiili  Mr  W - ,  to  alVumc  the  mauage- 

incnt. 

I  or  the  duties  of  a  manager,  Mr  Har¬ 
ry  was,  of  all  others,  the  molt  umjiiali- 
fieJ.  IVonc  to  dillipation — extravagant 
to  a  fault — he  lolled  away,  in  lur.urions 
indolence,  thnfe  hours  which  Ihmild 
have  been  nppropiiatcd  to  other  pur- 
p.d'cs.  He  purciiafcd  a  country-feat  in 
<.nc  of  the  moll  polite  watering-places 
near  town  ;  and,  in  lliorl,  a»Hed  (a  di- 
r«  Ctly  contrary  to  the  didates  of  tlilcrc- 
tion,  an<!  the  tdvicc  of  hi'  brother  ma¬ 
nager,  ihnt  he  foon  found  hirnlVlf  de- 
Icrted,  atul  biirdcncd  \vit!i  ihe  wl.olc 
liufincl’s  of  the  theatre.  Mr  Sheridan, 
lu>«‘cver,  I'.Aving  given  oftVnce  by  the  re- 
prefentation  of  ih.e  tiagcdy  of  Mahomet, 
a  riwt  cnliicd,  tb.c  icenes  were  tlellroyeti, 
.and.  lie  was  oliligtd  to  <juit  the  hmg* 
dom,  leaving  Han  y  mailer  of  the  field. 
This  circundtrjice,  together  witli  the 
acrpiifilion  of  Mr  Modbp,  then  lately 
come  from  !cjr»d»*n,  anil  Mrs  D — ,  vvlm, 
f hough  at  fir!k  little  thought  of,  loon 
became,  by  the  iminager’s  inhnidions, 
a  fu  ll-rate  .?^tirf<.  enabled  him  to  hold 
the  reins  with  fucccls  fi»r  I'^me  tiuie : 
blit  fuch  is  the  nuita!>ility  of  human  af* 
fitrs,  his  mofl  valuable  lervant,  Molloji, 
imagining  himfclf  ill  ufed,  not  only 
opulted  the  fervicc  in  a  i>iijiir,  but.  by 
T.ay  of  retaliation,  opened  Smock -alley 
theatre  in  oppofition  to  his  Ute  ciu- 
I  lover.  He  had  non- r.o  c/.her  lelburcc 
I  i!t  to  endeavour  tt»  Icciirc  the  favour  of 
the  ttxvn  by  pood  pci fortvu-rs ;  Uow- 
cver,  in  this  he  did  not  fuvceed — the 
town  wA'  dividetl — it  could  not  fup{H)rt 
Iwuhoufcr.  Mr  Harry  b<^'Ame  at  length 
very  much  involviV* ;  and  I'elng  aif.iilted 
%»->rh  a  coir.piiciition  of  t!if«  rder;«,  thro' 
ir.ability  to  perform  fo  lrci;ucntlT  ai  he 


had  done,  his  affairs  became  daily  more 
erobarraffed,  infomuch  that  the  impor¬ 
tunity  of  his  creditors  induced  him  to 
part  with  the  theatre,  and  appropriate 
the  money  to  the  difeharge  of  his  debts. 
This  done,  he  let  out  for  London, 
where,  notwathflanding  his  infirmities, 
the  managers  allowed  him  a  genteel  (a- 
lary  till  tlic  time  of  his  deccafe. 

Mr  Harry,  in  his  peribn  was  by  much 
the  fined  figure,  in  our  time  at  lead, 
upon  the  Briiifh  llage.  With  this  he  pof. 
feCed  a  fu perlority  of  voice,  an  engaging 
manly  addrefs,  with  powerful  and  com- 
municating  feelings.  Thus  eminently 
gifted  by  nature,  he  turned  his  attention 
very  properly  to  the  pathetic  charaidcrs 
of  tragedy,  and  the  fine  gcctlcman  of. 
comedy ;  in  both  of  vv-Iiich,  we  will 
venture  to  fiy,  he  had  not  his  equal. 
That  Mr  Garrick,  how-cver,  was  a  more 
general  player,  I  am  as  ri'ady  to  allow, 

that  tiieir  lines  of  ading  (tlio*  a  fpirit 
of  emulation  made  them  often  contend 
in  the  fame  parts)  were  dilfereiit,  Mr 
Ciarrick  excelling  in  ail  the  quick,  im- 
palfioned  parts  of  tragedy,  together  with 
the  whole  province  of  low  comedy. 
Hence,  whilft  Harry  was  original  in  O- 
thello,  Romeo,  JafTicr,  Varrancs,  Cada- 
lio,  cic.  &c.  Garrick  claimed  the  fame 
authority  in  Richard,  Lear,  Hotfpur, 
Maclx-lh,  ike.  See.  with  this  fingular  ad¬ 
vantage,  that,  after  playing  any  of  theie, 
he  could  throw  ol!  the  charadcr  with 
thedrefs,  and  be  eoually  inimitable  in 
Fribble,  Sharp,  Drngger,  Scrub,  5cc. 
&:c.  Hence,  in  fpeakiug  of  the  two  ce¬ 
lebrated  performers,  when  it  is  faid  Bar¬ 
ry  was  inferior  to  Garrick,  it  fhould  be 
undcrltood  merely  as  relative  to  his  be¬ 
ing  a  Icftt  f^en^rai  player  only  than  the 
latter ;  for  ti  nt  he  was  Ids  fuperlor  in 
fome  chara^iCrs,  is  as  true  as  tiut  Gar¬ 
rick  took  the  lead  of  him  in  others. 

But,  whillt  SprcuLATiON  may  be 
thus  gratified  with  drawing  a  compari- 
fon  lari  ween  two  of  the  grcatcft  perfor¬ 
mers  pK-rhaps  that  ever  lived,  Sbksibi- 
i.n  Y  mild  recoil  at  ilic  lad  conclulion  it

Doncllany 
Jo  confult  with  him  how  he  ftiould  a»i 
i“  <>  critical  a  lituation,  if  attacked  by 
Mr  Stoney  ?— Capt.  DonelUn,  after  duly 
weighing  all  thcci'cumftancef,  fold  him,

of  ?**— To  which  Mr  B^te  replieif,  **  hg 
had  repeatedly  alfurcd- him,  whi  h  he 
now  did  again,  th<«t,  upon  his  lionotir, 
he  was  totally  ignorant  pf  them  ;  and, 
with  refpeft  to  the  apology  he  required, 
he  never  (hould  make  any,  till  he  was 
convinced  he  had  offended  him/*  Upon 
which  Mr  Stoney  rejoined—**  *^»*'*b 
Sir,  you  molt  give  me  immediate  fatll- 
faftion  **  About  this  time  a  fervant 
brought  in  a  cafe  of  piffols,  whom  Mr 
Stoney  fent  off  ioftanf If,  with  his  car# 
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riapc,  into  Qjiieen-ftrcft,  CAvendifh- 
i<jiiarc»  f<»r  Mr  Malra,  vvlio,  it  fecms, 
had  informed  hitu  where  he  war  to  he 
fiiund,  if  wanted  on  this  bnlinefs.  Mr 
Bite,  finding  tlie  matter  likely  to  prove 
very  ferioiis,  inlinntly  wrote  the  follow¬ 
ing  note,  which  he  lent  iiumedutely  to 
his  friend,

This  curi«Hifly-in- 
qiiifnivc  gentleman  would,  in  my  humble

intelligent  brethren— a  yguiig  beginner 
in  that  branch,  diffident  of  his  own  judg¬ 
ment,  greedy  to  hearken  to  every  ra- 
tioual  advice,  will  be  happy  to  have  the 
opinion  of  fome  of  your  farming  friciiUl 
upon  the  lol'uwing  point. 

In  a  farm,  to  which  1  entered  Uft 
Martinmas,  I  plowed,  before  the  Ufc 
dorm,  a  held  intended  for  fummcr-Ial* 
low,  to  be  limed,  and  Town  with  wheat 
in  the  autumn— next  crop  pcafe,  and 
the  third  crop  barley^  with  grafs-feeds. 

The  field  is  part  of  the  infield  of  the 
farm — was  cropped  lad  feafon,  partly 
with  oats,  partly  with  peafe,  and  partly 
with  wheat  — hf  never  been  limed  ;  and, 
though  at  prelent  much  exhaufted,  is 
quite  free  of  all  kinds  of  toot- weeds— a 
gooil  drong  foil,  being  mollly  black 
loam,  with  a  mixture  of  clay. 

(^ur  lime  is  of  au  excellent  quality; 
and  1  Intended  to  lay  about  24  bulls  of 
lliclls  on  the  Scots  acre. 

I  was  lately  communicating  this*  plan 
to  a  neighbour  of  mine,  who  told  n»e, 
that,  if  1  followed  it,  I  Ihould  throw 
away  one  half  of  my  lime,  ais  upon  land 
in  the’conditiim  of  mine,  he  knew,  from 
experience,  that  ten  or  twelve  bolls  of 
lime  will  Iiavc  every  efteid  that  any 
quantity  c.in  produce — and  that  it  would 
be  more  prudent  to  repeat  the  dofc.in  a 
few  years  than  lay  it  on  all  at  or>ce. 

As  liming  of  land  is  no  general  prac¬ 
tice  in  the  part  of  the  country  where  I 
rerule-— — confcquently  our  experience 
therein  but  cireuinfcribed — I  would  b« 
glad  of  the  opinion  of  fome  of  my  bre¬ 
thren,  who  have  Veen  verfant  in  this 
branch  of  farming,  both  as  to  the  pro¬ 
priety  of  my  own  plan,  and  particularly 
how  far  my  neighbour’s  opinion  is  fup- 
ported  by  their  experieuce.

'Fhe  Chriftian  ai;d 
Ainieiiian  tamilies  were  treated  with 
giw.ii  lenity  by  the  conquerors.  The 
lui  reii'ier  of  the  place,  it  is  (aid,  was 
owing  to  a  purple  lever,  which  raged 
djtiiig  the  Utter  end  of  autumn  with 
g.c.it  violence,  and  canned  off  near  a 
fc;tir':i  part  of  the  inhabitants. — Bagdad 
Iwi  incily  belonged  to  the  Perlians  ;  it  is 
2  ,-c  tniles  frtmi  Balfora,  and  is  lituated 
oi.  the  e.dt  bank  of  the  river  Tigris  in 
Alia  ;  it  is  about  three  miles  in  circum- 
krciiee,  has  a  very  ft  l  ong  caflle  feated 
hy  the  tide  of  the  river  ;  there  has  la.ely 
l-.Lii  built  an  additional  town  without 
tiw  w  ills,  which  was  deftroyed  by  the 
v.nigii.ird  of  the  Perlians  on  their  fir  11 
ar.iek  iiiion  the  city  in  the  month  of  Ju¬ 
ly  1  ift.  Bagdad  was  formerly  the  capi- 
t.d  of  the  Saracen  empire,  till  it  was  ta- 
km  hy  the  Turks  in  163B,  who  kept  it 
till  its  late  furrender  to  its  old  mailers, 
b'lie  celebrated  Thamas  Koidi  Khan  be- 
Ingtd  it  two  months  vvilliout  fuccefs. — 
'I'l.e  above  advices  mention,  that  the 
iVi  lian  army  was  in  full  maich  for  Alep¬ 
po,  and  that  thcfc  tranfadions  have  oc- 
c  ilioned  a  great  difturbance  at  Conllan- 
iinople  among  the  Jauilfarics,  30,000  of 
whom,  upon  being  ordered  to  join  the 
Svialkitr  Audi  Pacha,  had  nuitinicd,  and 
rciuic  .l  to  depart  without  a  ccadidcrable 
lice  gift  from  the  grand  iignior. 

A  kttcr  from  Bonn,  d.itcd  Jan.  16.

one  (/cl(x  k  in  the  moniing  till  the  next 
evening;  infomuch  that  the  Arno  over- 
fiow'cd  its  banks,  and  inundated  the 
town  fr*»m  the  quays  near  the  church  cf 
St  Martha,  and  that  neighbourhood,  to 
the  French  quarter.  The  water  role  to 
the  height  of  three  braces  in  all  the 
ftreets,  at  the  dead  of  night ;  the  warc- 
houfes,  fliops,  aud  ground  floors,  were 
covered  with  water,  which  fpoiled  all 
the  merchandize,  occ.

rica. 

Letters  from  Jamaica,  dated  0<fto- 
l»er  25.  1776,  mention,  that  the  militia 
of  that iftand, in  conlcqucnce  of  the  late 
ronfpiracy  in  Hanover  paiifti  among  the 
negroes,  had  been  confiderably  augment¬ 
ed,  and  were  to  well  difeiplined,  that 
notwithftanding  the  illand  w  as  in  a  man¬ 
ner  dcftitiite  ot  the  king^s  troops,  it  was 
fupjMiftd  to  l>e  perfectly  feenre,  unltfs 
attacked  by  a  very  fupciior  force.

with  .nbout  20,000  dollais,  ami  fixty-t  wo 
hurulred  weight  of  ivory  im  boa-'d, 
bound  for  Liverpool,  was  t.'ken  the  15th, 
in  latitude  :o.  by  the  Independence  n  1h1 
ptiv.itcer,  of  ten  guns,  and  foilv-tive 
men,  John  Young  commander,  belong¬ 
ing  i»»  the  congrefs;  the  Oiip  wj»s  fent 
aw.iy  to  Philadelphia,  with  the  ivory  and 
fdver  ;  the  capt.ain  ami  b«>,“.lf\vain  v  cre 
landed  at  the  port  of  St  Piets  in  Marti- 
nico ;  the  doctor,  mate,  two  fervaiUF, 
an<i  four  of  the  peoj  le,  were  left  on 


board  lire  privateer.  If  the  French  go¬ 
vernors  fuffer  prize  -  cargoes,*  withoof 
condemnation,  to  l>c  landed  in  their  if- 
lands,  what  muft  be  the  confequences  to 
CJreat  Britain.** 

A  letter  from  Jerfey,  dated  Jan.  19. 
fays,  “  The  Marie  and  jofephe,  a  New¬ 
foundlander,  from  Bilboa,  where  (he 
had  difpoi'ed  of  her  fi(h,  was  brought  to 
in  the  bay  by  an  American  privateer, 
who,  after  fc.arching  her,  afked  where 
the  cafti  w’as  (as  tircy  arc  commonly  paid 
in  dollars)?  To  which  the  captain  re¬ 
plied,  that  he  received  for  his  cargo  in 
bills,  and  thole  he  had  fent  to  his  ow¬ 
ners  by  pod  from  Bilboa.  By  this  arti¬ 
fice  he  got  clear,  and  carried  home  to 
his  owners  the  amount  of  his  cargo  in 
dollars.** 

Wr  have  the  plcafurc  to  inform  the

Clinton  font  a  (loop  up  the  river^ 
ami  fnmmoned  the  town  of  Prov'dcficc 
to  fi’rrender  t(*  his  majefty*8  arms,  and 
to  deliver  up  all  the  prizes  there,  threa¬ 
tening  them,  ill  cafe  of  refnfal,  with  firing 
the  town.  They  foon  returned  for  an- 
fwer,  that  they  were  ready  to  fubmit  to 
his  nnjefty’s  arms,  and  fcveral  Weft  In- 
diamcn  w«^e  that  evening  fent  down 
with  H  eir  biMding  on  board  untouched.. 

We  he.ir,  by  a  gentleman  of  Rhode  If- 
land,  who  ca  ne  palfengcr  in  the  Mercu¬ 
ry,  that  tlic  da/  the  king’s  forces  landed 
on  Rhode  tfiind,  the  (hip  Weftmorcland 
was  ih'.t^  i.av,  and  at  the  time  the 
triMips  l.imUd,  aiftually  up  for  public 
fale,  .and  Mie  auctioneer  w’as  a  reverend 
clergyman  ;  but  advice  being  brought  in¬ 
to  the  auCiiou- room,  of  the  appearance 
of  the  fleet,  and  landiiig  of  the  troops, 
the  fair  was  flopped,  and  the  buyers, 
pretended  proprutors,  and  the  revereml 
divine,  made  the  beft  retreat  for  their 
own  fafety.  The  fame  gentleman  adds, 
that  gen.  Clinton  and  Sir  Peter  Parker 
gave  notice  to 'the  people  on  the  iftand, 
that  if  they  olFered  to  difmaft,  bum,  ^ 
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otlurwife  injure  the  prizes  carried  in 
th.Tt  ;oi' which  there  were  many),  they 
wore  .icterinined  to  burn  all  the  houfes 
on  the  ifl.itid. 

There  is  a  flnp  arrived  from  Rhode 
ItliHil,  whicli  brings  intelligence  of  the 
:oth  ot  December,  that  the  troops  under 
Clinton  were  proceeding  to  take 
Providcnce-town,'^vhich  had  been  aban¬ 
doned  by  the'militia,  aiul  was  garrifoned 
only  with  a  finail  number  of  regular  for¬ 
ces  of  the  congrefs ;  that  the  general 
had  fignified  to  tlie  rebels,  that  if  they 
deilroyed  the  ibips  which  were  blocked 
up  in  t!ie  river,  no  mercy  fliouKl  be 
iliewn  I  hem;  that  tlie  people  flocked  to 
the  king’s  Ir  mdard  at  Newport  to  make 
their  fuhmiflion,  declaring  univerfally, 
lint  tlK'v  w'ere  happy  to  be  emancipated 
from  the  tyranny  and  oppreflion  of  the 
congrefs.

had  furt'ered  feverely  fiom  the  tyranny  of 
the  congMcfs  ;  that  numbers  were  daily 
coming  in,  and  taking  the  oaths,  acd  that 
the  militia  bad  returned  to  their  homes  ; 
tint  gen.  Clinton  meant  to  attack  the 
town  of  Providence,  and  was  to  fet  out 
in  three  days  time.” 

A  letter  from  a  lieutenant  on  board 
one  of  the  men  of  war  at  Rhode-Jfland, 

^'y  ’»  ”  It  is  fomewhat  fnrprifing  that 
ih  ‘  p-ovincrals  had'not  put  this  place  in 
^  hater  poflurc  of  <lefence,  coufldering 
the  convenience  of  Us  fituation,  being 
the  01. ly  port  in  America  where  Ihippiog 
C'<n  go  in  and  out  <!uring  the  winter ; 
but  the  advance  of  our  army  h.afc  been  fo 
rapid,  that  they  have  been  obliged  to 
Tminer  their  whole  force  in  the  neigh-

out  by  the  congrefs  ;  but  the  name  of  it 
they  could  not  learn.

The  Aurora,  John  Hutebinfon  mafter, 
'ate  the  Oxford  of  Glafgow,  taken  by 
the  rebels,  w'ith  a  party  t»f  the  7 ill  regi¬ 
ment  on  board,  and  carried  into  Virgi¬ 
nia,  is  btuught  into  Liverpool,  laden 
with  412  hoglheads  of  tobacco,  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  congrelb,  and  bound  to 
Naiitz  or  Bt>urdeanx.  She  w'as  naviga- 
tcil  by  fifteen  men,  and  had  one  Mr  Hall 
on  b<»a»d,  in  the  capacity  of  a  fupercar- 
go.  Eight  of  tlwc  crew’  w  ere  Englilhmen, 
and  had  all  l>een  prifoners  in  America. — 
About  the  longitude  of  16  \V.  and  in  la¬ 
titude  47,  William  Turner,  boatfvvain  of 
a  ft.ip,  and  who  previoiiny  fimnded  the 
inclinations  of  the  Engliih  failors,  and 
found  them  willing  to  ailift  in  feizing 
th  •  veflcl,  and  carn'ing  her  to  England, 
fecured  the  captain  and  fupercargo  in 
ihc  cabin,  while  his  companions  fccuied 


the  American  lailor  upon  deck.'  They 
were  aH  foun  overpowered;  and  Tur¬ 
ner,  w'ho  took  the  commaiid,  (haped  hit 
courlc  :or  Liverpool,  where  he  arrived 
the  291I1  inft.  All  the  American  papers 
were  fecurt’d’;  and  the  cargo,  at  the 
prefent  price  of  tobacco,  niay  fairly  be 
eltimatrd  at  10,000 1.  which  -will,  no 
doubt,  be  given  to  thofe  bold  fellows,  at 
a  reward  for  their  bravery. 

The  brig  Carroll,  arrived  at  Corke  in 
thirty-one  days  trom  New-York,  bringt 
aivice,  that  the  campaign  was  finilh’cd — 
that  t’nere  were  great  defertions  amo  g 
the  rebel  army,  which  had  mouldered 
away  greatly,  infomuch  that  Waihing- 
ton  Ii.ul  not  above  6  or  7000  men  under 
him,  and  thofe  wret*  hedly  cioathed.— 
Notwithftanding  thefe  cifciimftanccs, 
none  of  the  rebels  had  accepted  of  the 
terms  of  pardon  ofTered  in  tne  proclama* 
tion.  This  made  many  people  believe 
that  they  h.ad  Time  other  refources,  or 
were  in  ho  >es  of  fome  foreign  aid,  otlier- 
wife,  in  their  prefent  fitfiation,  it  would 
be  the  greauft  folly  in  them  to  think  of 
longer  oppiifing  the  Britifh  arms. 

A  letter  from  Londonderry,  datrd  Ja¬ 
nuary  17.  fays,  “  The  Molly,  Lulk,  be- 
longing  to  Glafgow,  was  taken  by  the 
Alfred  provincial  frigate  of  32  guns,  near 
the  Ivanks  of  Newfoundland,  the  5th  of 
December;  the  feamen  intruded  toedn- 
dudt  her  to  America  brought  her  fafe  in¬ 
to  this  harbour  yedtrday.**
